While the man- 
ager had perfect right to do this, the manner 
of vioing it seems to indicate a belief that free 
admission to his theatre, agcorded toa journal, 
is a sort of bribe, with which to coneiliate the 
good offices of the prow, and that, when a 
newspaper grows refractory, ite punishment 
will be a revocation of the privilege.

THE LAW APPLICABLE vo THE VIRGINIUS. 

The Virginius affair hes so shocked our feel- 
ings of humanity, and so roused our indigna- 
tion as a people, that there is some danger of its 
running away with our judgment, and even of its 


fortune, since war is always a misfortune. The 
best thing we can do, however, is to look calmly 

the facts before we begin to think of war. 
Have we a casus belli? It all depends on the 
facts of the case, and, if we do not know them 
all, perhaps we know enough to enabie us to de- 
cide the question. Perhaps the facts not yet 
known, or still disputed, are entirely irrelevant 
to the question whether our rights have been 
disregarded. At the time of the cap- 
ture of the Virginius, the United States 
was at peace with Spain; as much 
at peace with Spain as with England or Russia. 
nd the Virginius, if fitted out to engage in 
hostilities against Spain, was precisely in the 
same condition as if it had sailed to fire St. 
Petersburg or London, and murder 3 Pe- 
tersburg or London garrison. Such was and 
must be ita status before the world,—for we 
have not acknowledged Cuban independence, 
nor do we consider the Cuban insurgents as pos- 
sessed of belligerent rights. Not considering 
them engaged in lawful warfare, we must, there-

227.) To maintain this right a nation is 
warranted to cross the borders of her neighbor's 
territory when rebels shelter themselves there.

States. And the eleventh section makes it the 
duty of the Collector to detain any vessel sus- 
pected of u design to infringe these provisions. 
Thus the crew were criminals, engaged in the 
doing of a criminal act. They were likewise 
violating the law of nations, and as such 
amenable to the law of Spain. 

There remains the question whether the docu- 
meats showing the vessel to be an American 
vessel, with a regular clearance, did not entitle 
the crew toa treatment which otherwise they 
did not deserve. It is hard to see why they 
should; for these documents must have been 
fraudulently obtained, and fraud, we know, vi- 
tates everything. If the character of the crew 
and of the vessel was notorious, the fact that 
they were in possession of a regular clearance 
proves nothing. Either the agents of our Gov- 
ernment knew the character of the ship and 
crew, or they did not. If they aid, our Govern- 
ment owes an apology to Spain. If our Govern- 
ment did not know the character of the ship, 
then the documents were obtained by fraud. In

The scheme to repeal the Bankrupt law and 
remand the business of the country to the days 
of ebarp practice and dishonest dealings seems 
to find favor in certain high quarters. Tho 
Intest giving out is that Senator Morton intends 
to introduce a bill to repeal all that part of the 
Bankrupt law authorizing involuntary bank- 
ruptey, and to include in the repeal all such 
baokruptcies as may bave taken place since the 
first of September last. This is intended, per- 
hape, to rescue Jay Cooke & Co. from the pro- 
ceedings in bankruptcy already begun, and to 
compel the creditors to accept such terms of 
séttlement as that firm may propose. Any 
retroactive legislation of this kind must always 
be vicious. Why should Congress intervene to 
prevent Jay Cooke’s bankruptcy? What claim 
has he upon the nation that its Jaws must be 
changed to suit his convenience, and the process 
of the courts arrested for that purpose? Apart 
from the great scandal to which such a proceed- 
ing will give rise, this kind of legislation is 
fundamentally wrong. 

_ Why should the law of involuntary bankruptcy 


be repealed? Involuntary bankruptcy may be 


declared upon the petition of creditors, when 
the debts exceed $300, and in case of a debtor who 
(1) absconds from the place of his residence 
with intent to defraud his creditozs, or, being 
absent, remains away with euch intent; (2) who 
conceals himself to avoid service of legal process ; 
(3) who conceals or removes his property to 
avoid its being taken on legal process; (4) who 
makes any assignment. gift, etc., of his property 
with invent to delay, defraud, or hinder his credit- 
ors; (5) who has been arrested and held for 
seven days under meene process for a debt exceed- 
ing $100; (6) who has been actually imprisoved 
for more than seven days in a civil action found- 
ed on coatract ; (7) who, being bankrupt or in- 


solvent, makes any payment, gift, transfer, or 


salo of his mouey or property, or gives 
any warrant to confess judgment, or suffers 
his property to be taken on legal pro- 
cess with intent to give preference to one or 
more creditors, or otherwise, with intent 
to defeat the Bankrupt act; (8) who, being 
banker, broker, merchant, trader, manufacturer, 
or miner, has fraudulently stopped payment, or 
has suspended payment and not resumed pay- 
ment of his commercial paper within fourteen 
It will be seen that in ali these instances, ex- 


cept one, the law requires some evidence of ac- 


tual fraud, or fraudulent intent to justify invol- 
untary bankruptey. The exception is in the 
case of bankers, brokers, merchants, traders, 


manufaoturers, and miners, who actually stop 


the payment of their debta, or leave their com- 
mercial paper unpaid for fourteen days. In all 
other cases, the Bankrupt law gives the creditors 
the power to arrest and set aside any fraudulent 
disposition of the bankrupt’s estate or any 
preferences of creditors. It requires an honest 
and equitable division among creditors, no more 
and no less. An honest creditor or debtor can 
ask for nothing else. What will be the result of 
repealing this part of the law? It will be to 
legalize all the frauds which this law was in- 
tended to cut off. It will enable any debtor to 
confess judgments, make assignments, sell and 
convey all his estate, to secure the 
claim of ond of more preferred credit- 
ors, and leave all others without any 
share in his estate. It will enable any man to 
leave the place of his indebtednesa, remove his 
property secretly, or avoid legal process, and 
bid defiance to all his creditors. it will enable 


bankers, brokers, and others to close their doors, 


suspend business, and make away with their as- 
sets under swindling assignments. It will en- 


courage and foster fraud and dishonesty, and 


must of necessity weaken, if not destroy, the 
credit of thousands of persons. A credit system 
which enables the debtor to fraudulently dispose 
of his property reste on sandy foundations. 
But it is proposed to repeal this involuntary 
proceeding, and restore the old system, under 
which a failing person may assigo all his estate 
for the benefit of a few real or fictitious creditors, 
and then, at his leisure, proceed to buy up his 
own debts ats few cents on ‘the dollar, and 
blossom out again as a most experienced and suc- 
cessful man of business. The country has hun- 
dreds of such persons in the banking line, who, 
if this part of the law be repealed, will at once 
make these assignments and become rich upon 
other peop ee money.” It is this class of men 
who are clamoring the repeal of the law. 
No honest debtor ects to the law as it 


sent tim to Congress, where ‘he rep- 
resonted the State in the Lower House 
from 1881 to 1865. . From 1861 to,1865 he 
was the Governor of the State, bis Admini 

tion covering the period of tho War of the Ro- 
bellion, during which his eminent services gave 
bim a national reputation as one ef the most 
energetic and successful of the War Governors. 
When war was declared, he hesitated not a mo- 
ment in giving the Government the assistance 
which it needed; He had the first troops in 
Grant received im the War, as Colonel of the 
Twenty-first Illinois, bore his signature. Under 
his careful supervision, Illinois not oaly far- 
nished the requisite number of troops, 
but they were equipped and provided 
in..s .fipst-class manner. His admin 
istration of affairs during this critical 
period was not only from the Executive Man- 
sion at Springfield, but from the camp, the bat- 
tle-ground, and the hospital, at all of which he 
was a frequent visitor. Among the troops he 
was a universal favorite, aud all at home ro- 
pored in him the utmost confidence. His proc- 
lamations and orders and speeches were 
widely quoted as models of eloquence and 
statesman-like documents, and, at the close of 
the War, his great popularity helped to secure 
for him au election to the United States Senate, 
where he sat till 1871. His record, however, 
in the Senate did not show the frui:ion of 
his early promise. Year by year his 


would be idle to overlook what is a matter of 
universal notoriety. Mr. Yates never concealed 
or sought to conceal his failing. It matterod 
not to him that it was publicly known, and its 
public announcement, oven at this time, cannot 
do any more harm to his memory than he 
done himself during his life. It is 
of the most surprising facts of 
life that, notwithstanding his notorious 
habits and his public display of them, 
and notwithstanding the animadversion 
which they often provoked, the people still ad- 
mired him and he retained his popularity to the 
close., Undoubtedly, his genial social qualities 
and personal magnetism in his public addresses 
had much to do with this. In looking over his 
life, while there is much to admire, especially 
for the manner in which he upheld the dignity 
and added to the reputation of Illinois during 
the War, there is much more for regret. The 
record of such a splendid promise which never 
came to its fulfilment, ot such powers wasted 
and shattered, can never wear anything but a sad 
aspect. Under other circumstances, he might 
have made for himself a high repuiation, and 
achieved an enviable national distinction among 
the great names of the country.
